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this island is in Dampier whe visited it in 168. 
The Buccaneers left behind them a Musquito 
Indian who lived upwards of three years apon 
the island and was taken away by Dampier, 
1663. “* He told as,”” says this great voyager, 
** that at first be was obliged to eat seal, which 
is very ordinary meat, before he made hooks, 
but afierwards he never killed any seals but to 
make lines, cutting their skins into thongs. He 
had a little house or hut half a mile from the 
sea, which was lined with goats’s skins; his 
couch or barbecu of sticks lying along about two 
feet distant from the ground, was spread with 
the same, and wasall bis bedding. He had no 
clothes left, having worn out those he brought 
from Wattin’s ship, but only askin about his 
waist.” The first edition of Dampier’s Voyage 
in which this accourt is given, was published 
ia 1637, and wea probably read by Selkirk. 
From this period down to the year 1823, when it 
was visiied by Mrs. Graham, Joan Fernandez has 
been occasionally the residence of some unfortu- 
nate individuals, af whom the most celebrated 
was Aletander Selkirk, Attempts have also been 
made to colonize the island but hitherto without 
success. 

Having premised this much of Selkirk and his 
island, we copy the author’s account of his land- 
ing and residence. 

** At length want of provisions, and the crazy 
state of the ship, compelled Stradiing to sail for 
the island of Juan Fernandez to retit. He was 
in hopes of recovering the stores and men which 
they had left there at the commencement of 
their craise in these seas; in which, it has been 
already remarked, he was disappointed, as the 
two Freach whalers had taken away every thing, 
antl he only ‘recovered two of his men, who had 
been-successful in concetling themselves. Their 
account_of the manner, in which they had spent 
their time fixed the resolution that Selkirk had 
formed some time before, to leave the ship and 
remain upon the island. 

**From the beginning to the end of September 
the vessel remained undergoing repairs. The 
disagreement, instead of being made up, became 

eater every day, and strengthened the resolu- 
tion which Selkirk had made to leave the vessel. 
Just before getting under weigh, he was landed 
with all his effects, and he leaped on shore with 
a faint sensation of freedom and joy. ‘He shook 
hands with his comrades, and bade them adieu 
in a hearty manner, while Stradling sat in the 
boat urging their return to the ship, which order 
they instantly obeyed; but no sooner did the 
sound of theit oats, as they left the beach, fall 
on bis ears, thai. the horrors of being jeft alone, 
cut off from all human society, pérhaps for ever, 
rushed upon his mind. His heart sank within 
him, And all his resolution failed. He rushed 
into the water, and implored them to return and 
take him on board with him. To all his entreaties 
Stradling turned a deaf ear, and even mocked 


of | bis despair; denouncing the choice be bad made 


of remaining upon the island as rank mutiny, and 
describing his present situation as the most pro- 
per state for such a fellow, where his example 
would not affect others. 

«For many days after being left alone, Sel- 
kirk was under such great dejection of mind, that 
he never tasted food until urged by extreme hun- 
geri‘nor did he go to sleep until he could watch 
no Jonger, but sat with liis eyes fixed in the di- 
rection. where be hed seen his shipmates depart, 
fondly boping that they would return and free 
him from his misery, Thus he remained seated 
upoh his chest, until darkness shut out every ob- 
jeet from hiis sight. Then did he close his weary 
eyes but not in sleep; for morning found him 
still apxionsly hoping the return of the vessel. 

** When urged by bunger he fed upon seals, 
and such shell-fish as he could pick up along the 
stiore. The reason of this was the aversion he 
felt to leave the beach, and the care he took to 
save his powder. Though seals and shell-fish 
were but serry fair, the greatest inconvenience 
was the want of salt and bread, which made him 
loathe his food until reconciled to it by long 
use. 

“It was now the begioning of October, (1704, 
which in those southern latitudes is the middle 
of spring, when nature appears in a thousand 
varieties of form and fragrance, quite unknown 
in northern climates; but the agitation of his 
mind, and the forlorn situation in which hé was 
now placed, caused all ite charms to be unre- 
garded, There was present no one to partake 
of its sweets,—no companion to whom he could 
communicate the feelings of his mind. He bad 
to contend ‘for life ina mode quite strange to 
him, and it'was with much difficulty that he sus- 
tained the horror ef being alone im a desolate 
place. If we think for « moment how disagreea- 
ble it is to most men to be left by themselves for 
a few days, we may form a faint idea of his si- 
tuation, and how painful it must have been to 
him, a seilor, accustomed to enjoy and perform 
al} the offices of life in the midst of bustle and 
fellowship. What greatly added to the horrore 
of his condition was the noise of the seals during 
the night, and the crashing made by falling 
trees and rocks among the heights; which last 
often broke the stitiness of the scene with horrid 
sounds that echeed from valley to valley. 

** So heart-sinking was his situation, that no- 
thing but Divine Providence could have sustain- 
ed him from falling into utter despair. . Indeed, 
when we reflect upon the society, Alexander 
Selkirk had for some time been associated with, 
and the habits he must have either acquired 
or become accustomed to, we cannot think it 
strange that he often thought of putting a period 
to his sufferings by a violent death, so feeble is 
alt the boasted firmness of the most darig cou- 
tage when left for a length of time to: solitude 
and its own unasgisted resources. 

‘*It was im this trying situation, when his 
mind, deprived of all outward o¢cupation, was 
turned back upon itself, that the whole advan- 
tages of that inestimable blessing, a religious 
education in his youth, was felt in its consoling 
influence when every other hope and comfort had 
fied. .When misery bad subdued the pride of his 
bard and stubborn heart, it was then he turned 
to that Divine Being, of whom he had thought 
so little at an earlier period. Then the udinha- 
bited wilderness of Juan Fernandez was turned 
into a smilmg gardea, and the darkness of that 
despair that had nearly overwhelmed him began 
to clear away. By slow degrees he became re- 
conciled to his fate; and as winter approached 
he saw the necessity of procuring some kind of 
shelter from the weather; ‘for, even in that gé- 
nial clirmme, frost is commen during the hight, and 
snow is sometimes found upoa the ground in the 
morning. 

** The building of a hut was the frat object 
that roused him to exertion; and his. necessary 
absence from the shore gradually weaned his 
heart from that aim which had alone absorbed 





with the wood of the pimento-tree, and thatched 
them with a species of grass that grows to the 
height of seven or eight feet upon the plains and 
smaller hills, and produces straw resembling that 
ofoats. The one was much larger than the 
other, and situated near @ spacious wood. This 
he made bis sleeping-room, spreading the bed- 
clothes he had brought upon shore with hun upon 
a frame of his own construction; and as these 
wore out, or were used for other purposes, he 
sepplied their place with goat's skins. ITis pi- 
mento bed-room he used also as his chapel; for 
here he kept up that sunple but beautifal form 
of family worship which he had been accustom- 
ed to in kis father’s house. Soon afier he left his 
hut, and before he commenced the duties of the 
day, he sung a psalm or part of one, then he 
read a portion of Scripture and finished with de- 
yout prayer. In the evening before he retired to 
rest, the same duties were performed, His de- 
votions he repeated aloud to retain the use of 
speech, and for the satisfaction man feels in 
bearing the human voice even when it is only 
his own. The greater part of his days was spent 
in-devotion; for he afierwards aaid with tears in 
his eves, that ‘He was a better Christian 
while in his solitude than ever he was before, 
and feared he would ever be again.’ To dis- 
tinguish the Sabbath, he kept an exact account 
of the days of every week and month during the 
time he scinained upon the island, although the 
method he adopted 1s not mentioned in any de- 
cument we have procured. 

“ The smailer hut, which Selkirk had erected 
at some distance from the other, was used by 
him ag a kvtchen, in whieh le dréssed his victu- 
als. The furuture was very scanty; but con- 
sisted of every convenience his island could 
afford. His mvat valuable article was the pot or 
kettle he had brought from the ship to boil his 
meat in; the spit was his own handiwork, made 
of such wood as grew upon the island; the rest 
was suitable to his rudely-constructed habita- 
tion. Around his dwelling browsed a parcel.ef 
goats, remarkably tame,which he had takeu when 
young, and lamed, but so as not to injure their 
health, while he diminished their speed. These 
he kept as a store, in the event of sickness or 
any accident befailing him that might prevent 
him from catching others; his sole anethod. of 
doing which was running them down by speed of 
foot. The pimento wood, which burns very 
bright and clear, served him both for fuel and 
candle. It gives out an agreeable perfume v@ile 
burning, 


** He obtained fire, after the Indian methd,* : 


by rubbing two pieces of pimento wood toge-’ 
ther until they ignited. This did, as being 
ill able to spare any of his li tinder, time 
being of no value to him, and or rather an 
amusement. Having recov his peace of 
mind, be began likewise to enjoy greater. variety 
in his food, and was continually gaining some 
new acquisition to his store. The crawfish, 
many of Which weighed eight or nine pounds, he 
broiled or boiled as his fancy led, seasoning it 
with pimento, (Jamaica pepper,) and at length 
came to relish his food without salt. 

** As a substitute for bread, he used the cab- 
bagé-palm, which abounded in the island, tur- 
nips, Or their tops, and likewise “a species of 
parsnip of geod taste and favor. He had also 
Sicilian radishes and watercresses, which he 
found in the neighbering brooks, as well as 
many other vegetables peculiar to the country, 
which he ate with his fish or goat’s flesh. 

** Having food in abundance, and the climate 
being healthy and pleasant, in about eighteen 
months he became reconciled to his situation. 
The time hung no longer heavy upon his hands. 
His devotions and frequent study of the Scrip- 
tutes soothed and elevated his mind; and this 
coupled with the vigor of his health, and a con- 
stant serene sky and a temperate air, rendered 
his life one continual feast. His feelinga were 
now as joyful as they had before been melaa- 
cholly. He took delight in every thing around 
him; ornamented the hut in which he lay with 
fragrant branches, cut from a spacious wood on 
the side of which it was situated, and thereby 
formed a delicious bower, fanned with continual 
breezes soft and balmy as poets describe, which 
made his repose, after the fatigues of the chase, 
equal to the most exquisite sensual pleasures. 

** Yet happy and contented as he became, 
there were minor cares that broke in upon his 
pleasing solitude, as it were to place his situa- 
tion on a level with that of other human beings; 
for man is doomed to care while he inhabits this 
mortal tenement. During the early part of his 
residence he was much annoyed by multitudes of 
rats, which gnawed his feet and other parts of 
his body as be slept during the night. To remedy 
this. disagreeable annoyance, he caught and 
tamed, after much exertion and patient persever- 
ance, sonie of the caté that ran wild on the is- 
land. These new friefds soon put the rats to 
flight, and became the companions of his leisure 
hours, He amused himself by teaching them to 
dance and do a number of antic feats. They 
bred so fast, too, under his fostering hand, that 
they lay upon his bed and upon the floor ia 
great numbérs; and although thus freed from 
his former troublesome visitors, yet, $o strangely 
are we formed, that when one care is removed 
another takes its place. ‘These very protectors 
became a source of great uneasiness to him; for 
the idea haunted his mind and made him at 
times melancholy, that, after his death as there 
would be no one to bury his remains, or to sup- 
ply the cats. with food, his body must be devour- 
ed by the very animals which he at present nou- 
rished for his convenience. 

** The island abounded in goats, which he shot 
while his powder lasted, and afierwards caught 
by speed of foot. At first he could only over- 
take*kids; but latterly, so much did his frugal 
life, joined to air and exercise, imprové his 
strength apd habits of body, that he-could run 
down the strongest goat on the island in @ few 
minutes, and, tossing it ever his shoulders, carcy 
it with ease to his hut. All the byways and ac- 
cessible parts of the mountains became familiar 
to him. He could boend from crag to crag, and 
slip down the precipices with eonfidencs. ‘So 
great was his sirengih and speed, that be could 
im a short time tire out even the dogs belonging 
to the Duke and Dutchess, and outrun them in 
the most laborious chase. oe 

* With these capabilities, hunting soon be- | 
came his chief amusement. It was his custom) | 
after running dowa the animals, to split their eats; 
and then. allow them to escape. The yeung he 
carried to the green lawn beside his hut, and 
employed his leisure hours in taming them, 
They in time supphed Him’ with milk, and even 
with amusement, as he (aught them as well as his

are then very easily overturned. This was the 
eause of the death of a seaman belonging to the 
Dutchess, who, being on the high ds im 
search of goats, caught hold of a tree to aid his 
ascent, when it gave way, and he rolled down the 
hill: in his fall he grasped another of consider- 
ble bulk, which Irkewise failed him, and he 
was precipiteted amongst the rocks, and crushed 
to pieces. Mr. Butt also. met with an accident 
merely by leaning his back te a tree nearly as 
thick as himself, which stood upon a slope, with- 
out almost any hold of the snif. 

** Oar adventurer himself nearly lost his life 
from a similar cause. When pursuing a goat he 
made a snatch at it on the brink of a precipice, 
of which he was not aware, as some bushes 
concealed it from him; the animal suddenly 
stopped; upoa which he stretched forward his 
hands to scize it, when the brarclies gave way 
and they both fellfrom a great height. Setkirk 
was so stuoned and, bruised by the fall, that he 
lay me epe of sensatien, and almost of |.fe. 
Upon his recovery he found the goat lying dead 
beneath him. This happened about a mile from 
his hat. Scateely washe able to craw! to it when 
restosed to his senses; and dreadful were his 
sufferings during the first two or three of the 
ten days that he was confined by the injury. He 
Jay stretched upon his bed, unable to wove but 
with extreme pain. There wasno human being 
to reach him a drink of cold water, or to Go tho 
smallest service for him: yet he did het dospair; 
his beart was at ease, and he poured it forih in 
prayer; be felt a peaco of mind which religion 
can alune bestow; and, even in this forlorn and 
prinful situation, a ray of hope enlivened the 
gloom. with which he was sufrounded. This 
was the only disagreeable accident that befel 
hun during his long residence on the island. 

““W. Rogers says, he lay above the goat, de- 
prived of sensation, for twenty-four hours; Sir 
R. Steele mentions three days. ,Selkirk com- 
puted the length of time by the moon's growth 
from the .Jast observation which be had mado 
on the evening before hie fail, 

“ile occasionally amused hinself by: cutting 
upon the trees his.name, and the date when be 
was left on the island, and at times added to the 
first the period of his ‘continuance; so averse 
ie man to be utterly forgotten by his species. 
Perishable as the material was apoa which he 
wrought, still the idea was pleasing to his lonely 
mind, that, when he should have terminated his 
solitary life, some future navigator would learn 
fi these rude memorials, that Alexander Sel- 
kirk lived and died pon the island. Me had no 
materials for writing wherewith to trace a more 
ample record. Upoa.Lord Anson’s arrival how- 
ever, at Juan Fernagdez, in the year 1741, there 
was not, so far as his researches went, one of 
these names or dates to be discqvered upon any 
of the trees... . , ' 

“Abbe Raynal is‘not correct when he says, 
that Selkirk lost the use of speech while upon 
thajisland.” _ All that Cook asserts, is, that; at 
his ‘rst Coming on board, he spoke his words as 
it Were by halves from want of practice; while 
he states distinctly that he carried on conversa- 
tion from the first, and that this hesitating man- 
ner gradually wore off. 

* As to hw clothing ft was very ride; Shoes 
he had none, as they wera soon wore out. This 
gave him very little concern, and he never trou- 
bled himself iw contriving any substitute to sup- 
ply their place. Ashis other clothes decayed, 
he dried the skins of the goats he had killed to 
convert into garments, sewing them with slen- 
der thongs of leather, which he cat for the pur- 
pose, and using a sharp nail fora needle. In 
this way he made for himself a cap, jacket, aad 
short breeches. The hair being retained upon the 
skin gavé him-a very uncouth appearance; but 
in this dress he ran through the underwood, and 
received as little injury as the animal he pur- 
sued, Having linen cloth with him, he made it 
into shitts, sewing them byimeans of his nail 
and the threads of bis worsted stockings, which 
he untwisted for that purpose. Thus rudely 
equipped, he thought his wants sufficiently sup- 
pled, fashion having no longer any empire o7er 
him. His goats and cats being his sole compan- 
ions, he was at least weighbor he, and looked 
as wild as they; his beard wasof great length, aa 
it had been untouched since he left the ship. 
Still his mind was at ease, atid he danced and 
sung emopgst. iis dumb companions for hours 
together; perhapsas happy a man, nay, happier, 
than the gayest ball-room could have present- 
ed in the most civilized country upon earth. 

*- One day, in his ramble along the beach, he 
found a few iron hoops which had been left by 
some vessel as unworthy to be takenaway. This 
was to him a discovery that imparted more jo 
than if he had found a treasure of gold and ail- 
ver; for with them he made knives when his 
own was worn out, and, bad as they were, the 
stood him in great stead. One of them which 
he had used as a chopper, was about two feet in 
length, and was long kept as a curiosity at the 
Golden Head Coffee house, near i Pa 
Gate. It had been changéd from its original. 
simple form, having when last seea a buck’s-horn 
handle with some verses upon it. 


“ Alexander Selkirk at different times during 
his stay saw vessels pass the island; but only twe 
ever came to anchor... At. these times he con- 
cealed himself; but, being anzious on the ono. 
occasion to learn whether the ship was French 
or Spanish, he approached too near, and was 
perceived. A pursuit immediately commenced, 
and several shots were,fired in.the direction in 
which he fled; bat fortunately. nene of them 
took effect, and he got up imtoa tree unobserved. 
His pursuers stopped near it, and killed several 
of his goats, but the vessel soon left the island. 
Cook says, ‘ The prize being\so inconsiderable, 
it is likely they thought it aet worth while to be’ 
at great trouble to find.it.’

It was late in the 
afternoon when they first came in sight; and lest 
they should sail again without kaowing that 
there was a person on the island, he prepared a 
quantity of wood to burn as soon as it was dark. 
He kept his eye fixed epon them uatil night fell, 
and thea kindled hie fire, and kept it up till 
meoroumg dawned. His hopes and fears having 
banished all desire for sleep, he employed him- 
selfin killing several goats, and in preparing an 
entertainment for his efpected guests, knowing 
how acceptable it would be te then after their 
long run, with nothing but salt provisions to live 
upon. 

When day at length opened, he stil! saw them, 
but at a distance from the shore. His fire hed 
caused great consternation on board, for they 
knew the island to be uninhabited, and supposed 
the light ta have proceeded from some French 
ships at anchor. In this persuasion they pre par- 
ed for action, as they must either fight or want 
water and other refreshments, and atood to their 
quarters all night ready to engage; but, not per- 
ceiving any vessel, they next day, about noon, 
sent a- boat of shore, with Captain Dover, Mr. 
Fry, and six men, all well armed, to ascer-

When Alexander bed entertained him 
in the best manner he could, they returned to 
the boat, our hero bearing a queaatity of his 
roasted goat’s-flesh for the refreshment of the 
crew. Buring their repast he gave them an ac- 
count of bw-edventures and stay upon the island, 
at which they were. much surprised, Captains 
Dover and Fry invited him to come on board; 
but he declined their invitation, until they satis- 
fied him that Dampier had no command in this 
expedition; after which he gave a reluctant con- 
sent.’’ 

When Selkirk retutned to his native village he 
was for some time shy and sullen, and appeared 
to regret his ever having left the island; but 
love, who delights to sport with rugged natures, 
at length appeared to him in the shape of So- 
phia Bruce, and effectually tamed the Bucea- 
neer. We wish we had space for the remainder 
of the story, especially that part which relates 
to Alexander's passion for Sophy Bruce; but we

RESUSCITATION OF DKOWNED PERSONS. 





Cases of suspended animation have claim- 
ed the attentionof physicians, in all ages, 
and in almost every country. Divine honors 
were conferred on Heracles, Asclepois, and 
Empedocles, in consequence of their success 
in restoring to life those who; unhappily, 
are too frequently consigned to the tomb. 

Much has been written upon suspended 
animation, ahd many institutions have been 
established with the philanthropie. view of 
rescuing. from the grave those who are, to 
allappearance, dead. The subject has been 


steadily pursued, and perfection in the treat- | 


nicdt of it so nearly attained, that the judi- 
cious practitioner no longer despairs of re- 
suscitating the unfortunate, where there are 
the least remains of the vital principle. 

We should be particularly careful in tak- 
ing the hody, from the water, and avoid the 
use of .every thing in the least calculated to 
injure either the chest or head,’ Unfortunate- 
ly it has been too’ frequently the custom to 
drag for drowned. persons with hooks, &c. 
Independent of the injury which may result 
to the head and:ebest from the use of such 
implements, other parts of not less vital int- 
portance may be injured, so as to destroy 
the patient, even when the suppressed vita? 
power inight have been induced to react; and 
the unfortunate being restored to the arms of 
his anxious friends... A seime is considered 
the. best agent to-search for drowned bodies, 
not only because it is unattended with any 
injary to. the. body, but because it genefally 
succeeds in.reclaiming it from the water.—: 
When ‘we have it in oar power-to take the 
body from the water with our hans, we 


should always-raise it by the shoulders, and 


keep the -head and chest considerably ele-‘ 
vated, ics. eft 5 ed 
After the boily has beer recovered from 
the water, at sheuld, if possible, be taken to 
the nearest bouse,. and immediately nndres- 
sed. ‘Ehemouth should be cleansed of the 
froth apd filth, the body wiped: perfeotly dry, 
and the paticat put.to bed» >» 
As the ,eppheation of heat exterrally 
always increases thcinternalnetural wer tii, 
weshould pay particular‘attention to i, and 
whilst we. itey.t® produce a natural excite- 
meat by..she epplieation of entice warmth, 
such ag rolling the body in biarikets, apiphy ing 


warm clothes, &c. we should strive to ren 





der the surrounding air as pure as possible 
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and to prevent it from being overheated. 
The temperature of the room ought to cor« 
respond precisely with the temperature of 
the body. and sbould it aflerwards be found 
necessary, it may be gradually increased, 
The body may also be put into a tepid 
bath of moderate temperature, which should 
be gradually increased to the 70th degree 
of Fahrenbeit’s thermometer. On taking it 
out, it should be wiped perfecdy dryy and 
again rolled in the blankets; 

Moderate friction should also be resorted 
to in the commencement, and this. 36 best 
performed Ly using flannel or soft. brathes 
dipt mol. The frietion should be giadtia! 
inereasecl, and its continuance is offetd 
necessary uftd the patient is free from 
ger. The susceptibility of irrit is. 
troyed by too great frictien, and consequenht- 
ly this part of the process of resuécitation 
requires the greatest attention. Friction 
with salt should never be used, although it 
is frequeutly practised in the treatment of 
drowned persons: it is not only too—great 
tor the enfeebdled state of the suseepti of 
irritation, but, shoutd the patient recover, it 
leaves him in a most deplorable condition. 

More persons should not be admitted into 
the room than are absolutely necessary #6 
carry on the process of resuscitation: (tle 
curious should, therefore, be excluded, as the 
atmosphere soon becomes saturated with 
carbonic gas in a roow that is crowded, and 
the windows should always be openéd td 
admit a free circulation of air. 

It is frequently the custom to produce an 
evaporation of vinegar in the room, by poat- 
ing it upon a heated shovel, but as this & 
productive of carbonic gas, it should be cba< . 
demned, and never t to be resorted 3. 
Fumigations with the different sorts of pow: 
der, ought also to be discontinued: 

As the susceptibility of irritation begin te 
develope, stimulating clysters, sach as Wart 
water and salt, a solution of tartar ic; 
&c. ought to'be used. ‘Phey are genere 
attonded with the most happy feSults, and 
an opportunity to administer them ought not. 
to be lost. oa 

These means should not be disconti 
on the appearance of life, but ought ‘tg 
pursued as if no change had taken plate in 
the patient, and when deglutation retutrs, 
small quantities of wine and water, or Vine- 
gar and water, &c. should be given hini. 

Afler the patient has recovered sufficient 
strength to bear the operation, vomitiag 
should be induced by the exhibition ofgemé 
gentle emetic. —

- Washington, March 3, 1829. 
To the Senate and House of Representatives of the U. 


I herewith transmit a copy of the instructions 
prepared by the Secretary of State, and furnish- 
ed to the Ministers of the United States, ap- 
pointed to attend at the assembly of the Ameri- 
can Plenipotentiaries, first held at Panama, and 
then transferred to Tacubaya. The occasion 
upon which they were given has passed away, 
and there is no present probability of the revival 
of these negotiations; but the s for which 
they were intended are still of the deepest in- 
terest to our country and to the world, and may 
hereafter call again for the active efforts and 
beneficent energies of the government of the U. 
States. The motives for holding them from ge- 
‘neral publication having ce justice to the 
government from which they emanated, and to 
the people for whose be it was instituted, 
require that they should be made known. With 
this view, and from the consideration that the 
subjects embraced by these instructions must 
probably engage, hereafter, the deliberations of 
our successors, I deem it to make this 
communicaties to both Hoases of Congress. — 
One copy only of the inetruetions being prepar- 
ed, I send it to the Senate, requesting that it 
may be transmitted also to‘the House of Repre- 
sentatives.

In purchasing the 
bodies which had come under the fell gripe of 
the Burkes and the Hares, there must have been 
an utter recklessness—a thorough indifference 
ez to Causes and consequences, which, in point 
of criminality, very closely borders upon gwilty 
knowledge. These transactions have cast a stain 
upon the profession, which, for years to come, 
the fair fame of most of those who pursue it— 
(a fame resting not more upon their eminent skill 
than upon their acknowledged benevolence — 
will not, cannot, obliterate. It iz singular, that 
the only symptom we have yet discovered of the 
** mareh of intellect’* among the lower orders, 
is certain recent discoveries in the art or science 
of crime. The miost important of these is the 
poisoning of people, for the sake of the money 
to be found upon them, and the strangling of 
them for the sake of the money to be obtained 
from the sale of their carcases; with both of 
which our simple ancestors were perfectly un- 
acquainted. That either, but the last especial- 
ly, though of such prodigious wickedness, should 
bea wove ry at the present day, greatly as- 
tonishes us. We fully agree with the Mornin 
Chronicle, that there are many men who would, 
and do commit murder for more trifling gsins 
than are to be derived from the sale of a corpse. 
Not a great many years ago, an Irishman mur- 
dered a pediar-boy, in dale Mair, he being 
covetous of the paltry gewgaws which the poor 
creature had in “iy tet About two or t 
years » an old Highlandman was savage!

INAUGURAL ADDRESS, 
DELIVERED BY 
GENERAL ANDREW JACKSON, 
On being sworn into office, ar President of the United 
States, on the 4th of March, 1829, 

Feuiow Cririzuns:—About to undertake the 
arduous duties that I have been appointed to 
perform, by the choice of a free people, I avail 
myself of this customary and solemn occasion, 
to express the gratitude which their confidence 
inspires, and to acknowledge the accountability 
which my situation enjoins.—While the magni- 
tude of their interests convinces me that no 
thanks can be adequate to the honor they have 
conferred, it admonishes me that the best return 
I can make, is the zealous dedication of my 
bumble abilities to their service and their good. 

As the instrument of the Federal Constitution, 
it will devolve on me, for a stated period, to 
execute the laws of the United States; to super- 
intend their fureign and their confederate rela- 
tions; to manage their revenue; to command 
their forces; and, by communications to the Le- 
gislatyre, to watch over and to promote their in- 
terests generally. And the principles of action 
by which I shall endeavour to accomplish this 
citcle of duties, it is now proper for me briefly 
to explain. . 

In administering the laws of Congress, I shall 
keep steadily in view the limitations as well as 
the extent of the executive power, trusting 
thereby to discharge the functions of my office, 
without transcending its authority. With foreign 
nations it will be my study to preserve peace, 
and to cultivate friendship, oa fair and honorable 
terms; and in the adjustment of any differences 
that may exist or arise, to exhibit the forbear- 
ance becoming a powerful nation, rather than 
the sensibility belonging to a gallant people. 

Ia such measures as [ may be called on to 
pursue in regard to the rights of the separate 
States, I hope to be animated by a proper res- 
pect for those sovereign members of our Union; 
taking care not to confound the powers they 
have reserved to themselves, with those they 
have granted to the confederacy. 

The management of the public revenue—that 
searching operation in all governments—is 
among ‘he most delicate and important trusts in 
ours; and it will, of course, demand no inconsi- 
derable share of my official solicitude. Under 
every aspect in which it can be considered, it 
would appear that advantage must result from 
the observance of a strict and faithful economy. 
This I shall aim at the more anxiously, both be- 
cause it will facilitate the extinguishment of the 
national debt—the unnecessary duration of 
which is incompatible with real independence— 
and because it will counteract that tendency to 
public and private profligacy, which a profuse 
expenditure of money by the Government, is 
but too “apt to engencer. Powerful auxiliaries 
to the attainment of this desirable end, are to 
be found iu the regulations provided by the wis- 
dom of Congress, for the specific appropriation 
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of public officers.

to this rule, should consist in the peculiar en- 
couragement of any products of either of them, 
that may be esseritial to our national 
inde pendence. 

Internal improvements, and the diffusion of 
information, so far as they can be promoted by 
the constitutional acts of the Federal Govern- 
ment, are of high importance. 

Considering standing armies as dangerous to 


frée governments in time of peace, I shall not 


disregard that salutery besson of political expe- 
rience which teaches that the military should be 
held subordinate to the civil power. The gradual 
increase of our Navy, whose flag has displayed, 
in distant climes, our skill in navigation, and 
our fame in arms; the preservation of our forts, 
arsenals, and dockyards; and the introduction 
of progressive improvements in the discipline 
and science of both branches of our military ser- 
vice, are so plainly prescribed by prudence, 
that I should be exeused for omitting thew men- 
tion, sooner than for enlarging on their impor- 
tance. But the bulwark of our defence is the 
national militia, which, ian the present state of 
our intelligence and population, must render us 
invincible. As long as our government is admi- 
nistered for the good of the people, and is regu- 
lated by their will; as long as it secures to us 
the rights of person and of property, liberty of 
conscience, and of the press, it will be worth 
defending, and so long as it ie worth de- 
fending, a patriotic militia will cover it with an 
impenetrable egis. Partial injuries and ocea- 
sional mortifications we may be subjected to, 
but a millien of armed freemen pesessed of the 
means of war, can never be conquered by a fo- 
reign foe. To any just system, therefore, calcu- 
lated to strengthen this natural safeguard of the 
country, I shali cheerfully lend all the aid in my 
power. 

It will be my sincere and constant desire, to 
observe towards the Indian tribes within our li- 
mits, a just and liberal policy; and to give that 
humane and considerate attention to their rights 
and their wants, which are consistent with the 
habits of our government, and the feelings of 
our people. 

The recent demonstration of public sentiment 
inecribes on the list of executive duties, in cha- 
racters too legible to be overlooked, the task of 
reform; which will require, particularly, the cor- 
rection of those abuses that have brought the 
patronage of the Federal Government into con- 
flict with the freedom of elections, and the coun- 
teractien of those causes which have disturbed 
the rightful course of appointment, and have 
placed or continued power ia anfaithful er incom- 
petent hands. 

In the performance of a task thus generally 
delineated, I shall endeavor to select men whose 
diligence and talents will ensure, in their respec- 
tive stations, able and faithful co-operatioa— 
depending, for the advancement of the public 
service more on the integrity and zeal of the 
public officers, than on their numbers. 

A diffidence, perhaps too just, in my own 
qualifications, will teach me to look with rever- 
ence to the examplesef-public virtue left by my 
illustrious predecessors, and with veneration to 
the lights that flow from the mind that found- 
ed, and the mind that reformed our system. The 
same diffidence induces me to hope for instruc- 
tion and aid from the co-ordinate branches of 
the government, and for the indulgence and 
support of my fellow citizens generally. And 
a firm reliance on the goodness of that Power 
whose providence mercifully protected our na- 
tional infancy, and has since upheld our liberties 
in various vicissitudes, encourages me to offer 
up my ardent supplications that be will continue 
to make our beloved country the object of his 
divine care and gracious benediction.
